The Calgary circus still pces on and the 
last act—the unseating, disqualifying and 
tining of the precious town councillors—is 
not the least or the one that willdo the least 
gcod, The experience at Edmonton in the 
school voting and North-West Council elec- 
tion was by no means singular. In Calgary 
and Prince Albert the same means to secure 
a verdict of the free and independent in mu- 
nicipal affairs were systematically resorted 
to, and unless a halt had been called the 
holding of au election of any kind in the 
North-West would have been a simple farce. 
The action of Judge Travis will teach all pur- 
tics that the election laws have not been 
passed merely to turoish amusement to those 
who do not care to be bound by then. 

It is certain, however, that this action of 
the judge, although strictly legal and so 
manifestly in the interest of all) good citi- 
zens Willincrease the cry that certain par- 
ties and classes have seen fit to raise against 
hin in the hope of securing his removal. For 
it isnow apparent if it never was before that 
so long as Judge Travis nolds his position so 
long the law will be upheld in letter and spir 
it, and that the only means of securing the 
peculiar brand of law which is desired by 
those who hold it to be chiefly provided for 
the defeat of justice is to s cure the removal 
of Judge Travis and his replacement by a 
tool rather than a judye. 

Judge Travis’ offences against the element 
which sets itself up as representative of the 
people of Alberta have, been many and seri- 
ous, It is not to be supposed that his pun- 
ishment of disorderly characters is the sole 
reason of the oOutery that is being raised 
against him. When criminals meet their de 
serts is not the usual time for the actions 
and motives of judges to be assailed ; and al- 
though perhapsin this wild west criminals 
and those who make them come nore closely 
in contact than elsewhere, the reason for 
men holding responsible positions from and 
before the public working themselves into 

an insane passion over ruttians being sent to 
jail mast be looked for in Something more 
than mere sympathy. If the two men who 
are now undergoing imprisonment for the 
agsault On Sharples had nothing but the mer 
its of their own case to recommend them to 
the public notice it is more than likely that 
nothing would have been heard of then after 
sentence Was passed, and the same applies to 
councillor Clarke. But there was a very im 
portant decision rendered by Judge Travis 
before either of these about which nothing is 
now said, and which the BuLLETiIn ventures

The hope evidently is 
to raise so much dust as will blind the eyes of 
the public to the true issues involved and so 
unjustly prejudice the public mind ayainst 
him as to impair his usefulness by destroying 
that confidence in the justice of his decisions 
which is the most necessary attribute of a 
judge, and at the same time show those who 
appointed him that the appointment is likely 
to do them political injury, in the hope that 
it,will induce his removal, 
called upon to defend himself against a more 
dastardly method of attack ¢ 

Circumstances and inclination have com- 
bined to constitute Judge Travis the cham- 
pion of law and order in this partof the North- 
West against a combination of the two classes 
to whom the righteous administration of the 
law is inimical—those who desire to  prosti- 
tute itto their own purposes, and those who 
wish to escape the restrictions and penalties 
Which it imposes At the same time the very 
fact that he is attacked by both these classes 
is proof positive that he is the man whom 
those who look to the law for protection and 
redress are interested in having remain in 


the judicial office. Jndyge Travis’ dismissal or | 


removal at the present time would be a tri 
umph for the disorderly element which law 
abiding citizens could ill afford and would go 
far towards reducing the Canadian North- 
West to the level of the Western States in ob- 


servance of the law. But if on the other hand | 


his action is upheld it will do much to clear 
the moral atmosphere in Alberta and create 
confidence in the justice of our courts which 
heretofore has not been too Strong.

RESOLUTIONS 

Passed by the Nortii-West Council at its late 
session for presentation to the federal 
government, 

1. That power should be given the North- 
West Council to incorporate companies hav- 
ing purely territorial objects. 

2. That all old establisned trails should be 
at once surveyed by the government and at- 
terwards vested in tiie North-West Council. 

3. Tnat this council is informed that there 
are yet many old settlers’ claims unsettled, 
principally in the Prince Albert and Edmon- 
ton districts, and urgently recommend that 
immegliate steps be taken to determine such 
matters, and that in the settlement of claims 
the possessory rights of squatters to land, as 
regards extent of claims, as recognized by 
the custom of the country prior to the pas- 
sing ot the Dominion lands act of 1879, and 
the right to transfer such clainis, shoula be 
recognized, 

4. That notwithstanding the repeated as- 
sertions to the contrary, the treight rates im- 
posed by the Canadian Pacitic ratiway are yet 
found to be a severe tax upon the resources 
of the North-West, 
respectfully suxyests that the influenee of 
the government should be used to iuduce the 


Canadian Pacitic railway company to reduce | 


their retes, 80 as to Compare favorably with 
rates in other provinces of the Dominion, who 
have the advantage of railway competition ; 
also that exceptionally favorable ates should 
be given on lumber coming into the territor- 
ies trom British Columbia, 

5. ‘That no charge be made for any wood 
used for tuel purposes by bona fide settlers 
and not cutfor sale; and that each homie- 
steader be allowed 4,000 lineal feet of build- 
ing timber on free permit. 

6. That the improvement heretofore sug- 
gested by the North-West Council of the 
havigation ot the North Saskatchewan river 
should receive the turther and favorable con- 
sideration ot the goverment, in order that 
the settlements of the northern part of this 
country, far removed from the benetits of the 
Canadian Pacilic railway, might advantage 
by the natural highway, as anu outlet for the 
products of the country. 

7. That the rights of habeas corpus be 
granted te the North-West Territories. 

8. That all lands cancelled for any cause 
should be thrown open for tree homestead- 
ing on Ordinary homestead conditions, and 
not held for purposes of sale. 

9. That owing to the preat expense now 
attending appeals to the court of Quoen’s 
Bench of Manitoba, and the rapid settiement 
ot the country, and increase of litivation in 
the Territories, this council recommends the 
establishinent of a territorial court of appeal 
for the North-West territories, 

10, That this council recommends to the 
favorable consideration of the government 
acertain petition, acopy of which is here- 
unto annexed, adopted at a public niceting 
at Edinonton, June 30th, 1884, asking that a 
trail be constructed from that point into the 
Peace river country, 

11. This council respectfully submits that 
is in the interest of Canada as a whole, as 
well as the North-West Territories, that the 
people of the territories should be represent: 
edin the senate and House of Commons of 
Canada ; and in the subdivision of the coun 
try for representative purposes that reter- 
ence should be had as well to territorial area 
as to population.

Phis- council 
would recommend in this connection that | 
most searching and rigorous enquiry be had) 
as to the nature of Claims, 80 that any who | 
were @ party wo their own loss may not re- | 
ceive the same cousideration as those who | 
were loyal to the government.
